Naw Tonk, May 12,--The Tumes to-morrow will 
prigt the following: ‘‘Among William H. Van- 
derbilt’s recent annoyances has been the presenta- 
tlon of a clalm by Tenne C. Claflin upon Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt's estate for an indefinite amount. 
stated at over $100, 000, or $70, 000 and compound 
interest. A reporter who called on Miss 
Gain yesterday was shown a copy of the paper 
served om Mr. Vanderbilt, It roceites that in 
the fall of 1871 she gave Commodore Vanderbilt 
$10,000 to operate with in New York Central and 
other rallroad stocks, as she had done before. She 
asked him to keep the money and whatever ac- 
camulations might accrue for her until called for. 
In the spring of 1873, when severely pressed for 
money, she sent her sister for a portion of the 
amount. He replied he had promised her mother 
he would not let the money gét out of his hands 
until it went to purebase a home which 
should be as fine as any house in 
the city. He added that the original sum and its 
accumulations then amounted to $70,000. Some 
time in the autumn of 1874 Miss Claflin, in com- 
pany with Mrs. Woodhull, called upon the Com- 
modore, and also at other times, to get some of the 
money. 

HE REFUSED TO GIVE THEM ANY, 
stating he did not believe they wonld use 
it judiciously, and thought the best thing 
he could do was to keep it until they 
were ont of their difficulties and dad 
better appreciation of the value of money, and 
until tt amonnted to such a sum that it would be a 
sure reliance. Having fall confidence in his good 
intentions and in his superior wisdom and judg- 
ment they allowed him to retainit. Miss Claflin was 
unable to say to what extent the accumulations 
had gtown, but she thought they ought to 
reach $100,000. From what the Commodore had 
said to her during hie lifetime they should 
vastly exceed that sum. She left it to William H. 
Vanderbilt's generosity to say what excess shoula 
be paid her. 

Mrs. Woodhull and Miss Claflin protested they 
had no wish to give the matter publicity, but at 
the game time rattled off the details witha vigor 
that searcely gave them breathing space. They 
said the Commodore , 

STARTED THEM IN BUSINESS 

and furnished them with his checks to carry it on. 
It was in compliance with his desire that their 
Weekly was started and published, and his money 
paid its expenses. He acted as their banker for 
years, having large amounts of their money in his 
hands continually in trust or for investment. 

They made lis acquaintance in 1858, and he had 
taken a fatherly interest in them ever since, treat- 
ing them, Miss Cain added, too much like 
children.” 

Mrs. Woodhull said she had as much as $17, 000 
in the Commodore's hands atone time. He often 
told them he intended to leave them half a million 
in his will, and that they believed he did so, but as 


they are denied access to his private papers they 


are helpless to enforee its payment. The money 
on which their claim is based was invested in New 
York Central below 90, and margin.

Living Abroad, 
Boston Rust. 

There are American colonies now in about all 
the chief peropesn cities, andthe members 
have not a few of them found themselves affect- 
ed by the hard times that have reigned so long 
at home. Many afamily that has been accus- 
tomed to spend its $10, $20,000, and. 80,000 
abroad per annum, now discovers itself in the 
grip of necessity, if not of penis Some such 
cannot get home without charitable assistance, 
and when they return they are no better off than 
they would have deen to stay. The cost of liv- 
ing abroad has beén very much increased of 
late years, own toacombination of reasons, 
one of which is certainly lavish expenditure n- 
self. Americans who go abroad seem to be 

ssessed of a rage to spend money, no matter 

* hardly won or how patiently waited for. 
It is pow called dear times everywhere. It 
is cheap nowhere. Expense seems to have sud- 
denly methe prime condition of life, and 
even after death there is, for a certain time at 
least, no visible ment. A little book has 
been compiled by Mr. Bidwell, British Consul 
to the Baleatic Isles, which furnishes a graded 
account of what it costs to live now in the dif- 
férent European cities. He says that whereas 
London was formerly accoun the most ruin- 
ous place in Europe in point of living expenses, 
St. Petersb at present enjoys that loftv pre- 
eminence. e cost of living in the latter’ 
Capital has e up 75 per cent since 1838. An 
unfurnished bachelor’s apartment rents for 
$750, and a furnished room in the top story of a 
hotel is $050. And gentlemen’s clothing is 
some 75 per cent dearer than it is in London. 

In France it is scarcely better. The rise since 
1858 has been unprecedented. At eaux, a 
$400 rent in 1858 is now $800; — hire that 
was 83 is now 85; meat that was 12 cents per 
pound is now 20 and W cents. At Brest, rooms 
have in the same time gone up from $300 to 
$500. In Paris, house rent had trebled in 1870 
upon what it was in 1852, and doubled since 
1858. It has fallen off one-fourth since the Ger- 
man War. Throughout Germany it is the same.

THE tete of tolls on the Erie Canal 
can scarcely fail to have an important influ- 
ence on all rates to the East by rail as well 
as by water. With tolls from Buffalo to 
tide-water at one cent on wheat and corn and 
one-half cent on oats, with beef, pork, lard, 
and a large line of return freights toll-free, 
the Erie Canal becomes as nearly free as it 
can well be made until it shall be declared a 
public highway. The reduction in all- water 
rates from the West to the seaboard is larger 
than the proportionate reduction in canal- 
tolla, for the reason that the remission of all 
toll on much of the return freight will enable | 
the canal to compete with the railroads) 
in securing cargoes westward, and thus) 
reduce still more the rates from the, 
West to the East. Heretofore the canal’ 
tolls on return freight have been practically 
prohibitory, as they were at a figure which 
prevented the boats from earning on their 
return westward sufficient to pay them. As 
a consequence, it has been necessary to make 
arate on Western products going through 
the canal to New York that would yield 
compensation for both going and coming. 
The recent reduction puts water rates down 
at once to 9 to 10 cents a bushel on wheat, 
and a fraction less on corn, while the rail 
rates are 18 cents, or just double that 
amount. 
There is every reason to believe that the 
reduction will prove to be of benefit to New 
| York in all ways. The boatmen declare that 
the increase of business will fully countet- 
balance the decrease in tolls. For New York 
Oity the advantage is manifest. As a result 
of cheapening freights to the seaboard 
at that point, New York will handle this sea- 
son millions of dollars’ worth of produce that 
would otherwise seek another outlet, and 
sell millions of dollars’ worth of goods and 
supplies that would otherwise be purchased 
at other points. The decline in New York's 
grain trade has made this liberalization of 
canal-tolls imperative; it may yet demand 
that the canal be deeded to the General Gov- 
ernment and declared free to all.

RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Forty years ago, during the Administra- 
tion of Gen. Jackson, Dz Tocqgurviiiez, the 
closest and most philosophical observer that 
ever visited this country, struck with the 
equality of condition that characterizes our 
society and Government, wrote his famous 
work on Democracy in America,” iu which 


occurs the following remarkable parallel be- 
tween the United States and Russia,—a 
parallel that is of peculiar interest at the 
present time: 

There are at the present time two great nations 
n the world, which started from different points, 
but seem to tend towards the same end. I allude 
to the Russians and the Americans. Both of them 
have grown up unnoticed; and whilst the attention 
of mankina was directed elsewhere, they have 
suddenly placed themselves in the front rank 
among the nations, and the world learned their 
existence and their greatness at almost the same 
time. 

All other nations seem to have nearly reached 
their natural limite, and they have only to main- 
tain their power; but these are still in the act of 
growth. All the others have stepped, or continue 
to advance with extreme difficulty; these alone are 
proceeding with ease and celerity along a path 
to which no limit can be perceived... The American 
struggies against the obstacles which Nature op- 
poses to him; the adversaries of the Russian are 
men. The former combats the wilderness and 
savage life; the latter civilization, with all its 
arms. The conquests of the American are, there- 
fore, gained by the plowshare; those of the Rus- 
sian by the sword. The Anglo-American relies 
upon persona! interest to accomplish his ends, and 
gives free scope to the unguided strength and com- 
mon sense of the peopl?; the Russian centres all 
the authority of sociviy in a single arm. The 
principal instrament & the former is freedom; of 
the latter, servitude. Their starting-point is dif- 
ferent and their courses are not the same; yet each 
of them seems marked ont by the will of Heaven to 
sway the destinies of half the globe.

Since D Tocqusviis's 
days, both countries have covered their rivers 
with steamers, their harbors with ships, their 
valleys with canals, their railroad routes with 
telegraphs. They have vastly increased 
their manufactures, developed their indus- 

augmented their production, and im- 
proved their civilization. Under the name 
of freedom, a great nation has developed in 
one land; under the name of despotism, a 
great nation has peacefully developed in the 
other. Russia emancipated 20,000,000 serfs 
without a war; we emancipated nearly 5,000,- 
000 with a war. We have had our recon- 
struction troubles and settled them. Russia 
has had hers, and is now slowly, but surely, 
working towards a constitutional form of 
Government, beginning in her communes. 
She has adopted our jury system and our 
system of judicature. She has commenced 
to take our free-school system in part; we 
have almost universally adopted it. They 
have covered their vast steppes with civiliza- 
tion beyond the Ural Mountains; we have 
covered our vast prairies and plains beyond 
the Rocky Mountains. We are substantially 
in the same latitudes. Add Canada to the 
United States and Persia to Russia and the 
lines would intersect the two countries, one 
duplicating the other. We. have developed 
our institutions, resources, and power by 
pushing obstacles out of our path; so have 
the Russians. The last obstacle we removed 
was the slaveholders. The Russians are now 
engaged in removing the Turks, who stand 
in the way, opposing Asiatic superstition and 
fanaticism to Western religion and civiliza- 
tion. Both nations have gigantic military 
resources. Russia keeps no more men under 
arms than the United States can at any time 
raise, as was shown in the War of the Re- 
bellion. 

Such facts as these strengthen the parallel 
that Dz Tocqurvriiz drew when this coun- 
try was comparatively in its infancy, and 
place Russia and the United Statesin the po- 
sition of the two leading nations of the 
world, with their possibilities only beginning 
to be developed, with no perceptible limit to 
their career. Tho next two Powers are Ger. 
many and Great Britain, but their boundaries 
are already marked out. France has reach- 
ed its natural limits, Italy its old boundaries. 
Austria is in more of falling to pieces 
than of increasing, and Spain is stagnant 
and decaying. The destinies of the globe 
are, as Dz TOO says, yet to be settled 
by Russia and the United States.

CHARLES O’CONOR ON consrrrorr 

The veteran Cam O’Conor, like one 
risen from the grave, delivered a lecture in 
New York a few days ago before the Historic- 
al Society in celebration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the adoption of the 
original Constitution of the State in April, 
1877. Since then New York has had two 
Constitutions—one adopted in 1822 and the 
other in 1846—and several modifications in 
the shape of amendments. The historical 
part of Mr.-O’Conor’s lecture naturally con- 
tained a good deal that was of interest and 
value. New York may well take pride that 
hers was the only early Constitution except 
Virginia's which fully recognized the princi- 
ple of religious liberty as it is now under- 
stood througkout the entire nation, though 
even then a small class of unbelievers were 
excluded from giving testimony in the 
courts until the restriction was removed by 
the Constitution of 1846. There have been 
ya good many important changes in the or- 
ganic law. At first the Governor’s pardoning 
power did not extend to the crimes of mur- 
der and treason; there was also a Council 
for making appointments to office, and an- 
other for the revision of legislative acts, 
with a qualified veto,—both of which 
were subsequently abandoned. The original 
Constitution required that all who voted for 
Governor and State Senators should be pos- 
sessed of freeholds to the value of £100 over 
and above incumbrances, and those voting 
for members of the Assembly should have a 
freehold in the county of £20 in value, or 
pay a rent of 40 shillings per annum ; these 
property requirements were reduced but not 
abandoned till the Constitution of 1846. It 
was this Constitution algo which established 
the district system of electing the Legisla- 
ture, against which Mr. O’Cowor directs a 
good deal of criticism as ‘destructive of 
neighborly consultation and comparison of 
views among the electors,” and as preventing 
the enforcement of a sufficiently long resi- 
dence as a qualification for voting; he holds 
that a registered residence in the district of 
one year should be exacted as qualifying for 
the exercise of suffrage, and that all voting 
should be viva voce, the voter writing out and 
signing his ticket. It was not till 1874 that 
New York adopted a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting special legislation on cer- 
tain subjects, and following pretty nearly 
the same enumeration that the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1870 had adopted. 

Passing from the historical part of the 
lecture, Mr. O’Conor’s suggestions are en- 
tirely novel, and they will scarcely command 
the general acquiescence which his utter- 
ances on law and law-making have usually 
received. His theories are based on the as- 
sertion that, while theoretically every State 
has three co-ordinate and independent 
branches in the Legi Executive, and 
Judiciary, there is in fact but one,—the Ex- 
ecutive simply carrying out, and the Ju- 
diciary making everything conform to, the 
mandates of the Legislature. He suggests 
that Constitutions should be simple, and 
state only the general principles of unwrit-

A LESSON IW CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 

That peculiar class of sentimentalists who 
choose to expend .their surplus emotional 
powers and drain their lachrymal ducts over 
the scoundrels who go about murdering their 
fellow-creatures, may turn with advantage to 
the history of capital punishment in the 
‘State of Maine for a startling illustration of 
the practical working of their pet theory. A 
controversy between the Portland Press and 
the New York Matton has brought out the 
facts, which are interesting and valuable to 
those who consult judgment rather than emo- 
tion as a guide to law-making. The State of 
Maine has a population not largely in excess 
of that of Cook County, so that the operation 
of its laws can be very easily and very ac- 
curately ascertained. Maine started out in 
1820, when it was admitted to the Union, 
with a strict law for capital punishment for 
murder, and this law was enforced with good 
effect till 1837, when it was so amended as to 
leave its enforcement optional with the 
Governor. From that time till 1864, 
— term of nearly thirty years,— 
no execution took place in Maine, 
and the crime of murder increased at a rate 
that made Maine notorious about the year 
1860 on that account. Between 1864 and 
1870, one or two Governors were elected

Our Oorrespondent’s Visit to the Cele- 
brated MoOracken Mining District. 


Other Noted Mines in Mohave County. 


Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Avuprer, A. T., April 30.—From Ehrenburg 
to this point, distant about 150 miles, the scen- 
ery is about the same as between Ebrenburg 
and Yuma, but from here north the river valley 
is narrower and huge mountains encompass the 
stream at every turn, affording some of the 
grandest scenery on this continent. Some 300 
miles above Aubrey begins the Grand Canon of 
the Colorado so loudly praised for its grandeur 
by Lieut. Whecler and Maj. Powell, who were 
among the first whites to explore its wild re- 


cesses. 
While the nature of the country hereabous is 
quite similartothat around Ebrenburg, I should 
judge there has been more done here than at the 
latter place to develop its agricultural prospects. 
We passed numerous ranches on the Arizona 
side, where quite extensive and seemingly thrifty 
farms have been started. It is not the growing 
season now, and, of course, I could judge 
of the farms from their products, but ina few 
weeks the landscape will change from brown to 
green, when the broad valley will present a 
more pleasing picture. Farmers finda ready 
market here for everything they may raise at 
very high prices. The Indians on their reserva- 
just south of Aubrey grow considerable quanti- 
ties of barley, corn, and other produce, ad 
they have been enterprising enough to cut 
AN IRRIGATING DITCH 
through their reservation for several miles, tak- 
ing the water from the river at a point where 
some islands form a kind of natural dam. They 
are thus to a great extent independent of the 
river overflow, aud frequently grow two crops a 
year on the same ground, one before the inun- 
dation and one after. They have considerable 
herds of cattle. I never saw better-looking, 
fatter stock anywhere, although it would not 
seem possible for cattle to subsist on the me 
herbage to be found on the river-bottom at the 
present time. But they do live the year round 
on these barren-looking plains, and keep fat. 
There is a kind of grass which springs up quickly 
after the subsidence of the river, of which stock 
are very fond. During the fall it cures on the stalk, 
aud cactie prefer it to any uther food. They also 
eat the beans, which grow in great numbers on 
the mesquit bushes. ey are very nutritious. 
STOCK RAISING 
seems to be especially adapted to this section 
of the Territory. At present it is quite profit- 
able, for the expense of caring for a herd is 
comparatively nothing. Stabl.s are not needed. 
All that is required is a corral in which to con- 
fine the herd at night. Even houses for the 
herdsmen are not absolutely necessary, It 
seldom or never rains, and the mercury in the 
thermometer never reaches freezing point in 
the valley. Un the mountains one may select a 
temperature to suit himself. People live out 
of doors in this country ost al- 
One’s blanket is his house and 
. The true Arizonian spreads it 
upon the ground wherever nicht happens 
to overtake him, and sleeps as sweetly as thou 
he were in a feather-Bed. Such trifling hin- 
drances as sand-storms, rattlesnakes, scorpions, 
tarant and centipedes, do not disturb his 
repose. If it blows, he rolls his head closer in 
the blanket and lets it blow, indifferent to the 
fact (which sometimes happens) that around 
about him is forming a miniature sandhill. The 
sand-storms clear the air and diffuse electricity 
through the atmosphere. They act as a kind of 
tonic on the human system, filling one with life 
and animation. The stories of Arizona reptiles 
are grossly exaggerated. There are some, to be 
sare, but, like other animals, if let alone they 
are harmiess. During my travels of some 1,200 
miles through the Territory I have failed to see 
either of the reptiles above mentioned, though I 
have been constantly looking for them. 
The most noted mines hereabout are those in 
the McCracken and Hualapias districts. 
THE M’CRACKEN 
lead has been worked since 1875. It was dis- 
covered by McUracken & Owens, who deeded to 
the McCracken Company the south half of the 
lead, and to the al Company the north half. 
l for a distance of 6,000 feet, 
average width of thirty feet, and is 
pros to dine of 375 feet. At the depth 
of feet the lead is forty-seven feet in th. 
The course of the vein is north and south, dip- 
ping to the east, with splendid walls and clay 
seams between the I walls showing 
every indication of a true fissure vein. It is a free 
milling ore, worked by wet crushing. It yields 
mostly pure silver, with, however, a little lead. 
The McCracken Company has 3,000 tons of ore 
on the dump and knocked down in the 
drifte and shafts that wiil wg Gh. Pt 
ton, and will work to within 15 per cent 
of its assay value. This may be considered 
an ave but four feet of the ledge assays all 
the way from $900 to $6,000 to the ton. The 
McCracken Company has an old ten-stamp mill 
on the Big Sandy, about eleven miles from the 
mine, with which they produce an 5 ot 
$30,000 bullion per month, giving, it is claimed, 
a net profit of $14,000 per month, working 
twenty-twetons per day. they are preparing to 
put in a new twenty-stamp mill. 
THE SIGNAL MINING COMPANY 
is an ou wth of the new era in Arizona 
mining. It was o ed in San Francisco a 
few weeks since with acapital of $10,000,000, 
divided into 100,000 shares, of which Col. 
Thomas Ewing, ex-Gov. Safford, and William 
N. Leet, of Arizona, and J. D. Frey and A. K. 
P. Harrison, of San Francisco, are the sole 
owners. They haye purchased a new twenty- 
stamp mill, which will be soon in operation. The 
Signal is prospected 150feet. It has the same body 
of ore as the McCracken. They expect tocrnsh 
forty to fifty tons per day, and they calculate 
that the cost of milling and reducing their ores 
will not exceed $17 per ton, leaving a net profit 
of $50 to $55 per ton.

lace.

DR. TOM-RI-JON’S WIFE. 
New York Times, May 10, 

A great sensation was caused in the Tombs Police 
Court at 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon by the 
appearance in the door-way of a human being 
¢lothed in a most fantastic manner. By the side 
of the apparition was Officer Coyle, of the First 
Precinct, and behind was an eager crowd of curi- 
osity-seekers: When the officer and his prisoner 
had passed the bench, upon which Justice Otter- 
bourg was sitting, the court officers became seitat- 
ed. One of them directed the strangely-dressed in- 
dividual to enter the pen for male prisoners, where- 
upon several others rushed forward, led by Rounds- 
man McNally, and appealed to the prisoner to go to 
the caboose reserved for unfortunate or depraved 
women waiting for trial. At the door of this apart · 
ment another discussion took place, at the end of 
wnich the prisoner was ordered to take a seat on one 
of the benches reserved for officers. It was evident 
that the Court Squad was divided in opinion as to 
whether Officer Coyle’s prize was & manor & wo- 
man, The face of the prisoner was that of a reso- 
jute and not ill-looking woman, with high check 
bones and a dark complexion. The cheeks were 
slightly flushed, bat not from the embarrassment 
of the prisoner, who smiled at the Court and ex- 
posed a fine, even set of teeth. Very black hair, 
cropped short, covered the prisoner's head. It was 
the attire of the individual that had arouged the 
curiosity of the spectators. The integuments of 
the lower limbs were ayes of pantaloom made of 
thin. white muslin, and adorned at sides with 
broad stripes of red cloth. A whit# shirt, a blue 
waistcoat, decorated with brass buttons, and a

was a sign, the salient features of which were the 
words: ‘‘ Tom-Ri-Jon's Volcano—Red Hot—é 
Cents. Over the top of the sachel peeped the 
endges of a collection of newspapers. Upon the 
head of the prisoner was the strangest hat ever be- 
held. It was in gy and color like Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey's cappello, but its broad brim was turned 
up at each side, and its uader part was ornamented 
with a string of imatation chestnut- lea ves embroi- 
dered in gold. The base of the crown of the hat 
was girdled with a gold band and twilled white 
cord from which ve at the back of the hat, 
two large tassels. From the front to the feft side 
of the hat was @ large paste placard, upon 
which was printed the worde: The Volcano—6 
Cents." A large ivory-handled cane completed the 


uniform. 

When the person thus D had taken 
a seat, Officer Coyle confided to the reporter that 
his prisoner was a woman, and that he had arrest- 
ed her for disorderly conduct in wearing male at- 
tire and causing great crowds to follow her in the 
streets. A i reporter conversed with the 
woman while she was awaiting the disposition of 
her case. She said that her maiden name was Suzi 
Donli; that she was a native of Smyrna, Me., and 
was 27 years of age. When she was very 2 ji 
her birthplace became too limited a field for the 
‘exercise of large abilities, and she moved to 
Boston, whefe she learned the trade of a dress- 
maker. Five or six years ago she became dis- 

leased with female attire, and yearned to dress in 

he free-and-easy costume of a man. In 1873 she 
was married to Dr. Tom-Ri-Jon Elliott, a physician. 
full of eccentricities. This gentleman is a native 
of Kentacky, and procured unique name ina 
unique manner. He was never christened. His 
mother, fondling him in his infancy, noticed that a 
bird whose notes sounded like tom-ri-jon pleased 
him very much, and so endearingly called him 
Tom-Ri-Jon. This title he had since cherished. 
Dr. Elliott was practicing hie profession in Boston, 
but he had previously been a newspaper reporter, 
and he then desired to establish a journal, the pur- 

ose of which should be to denounce all kinds of 
rauds.e When Miss Donli became his wife she en- 
couraged him to stait his journal, and he urged her 
to adopt the dress of a man in accordance with her 
desire. Both projects were fuallfilied. Mrs. Tom- 
Ri-Jun Elliott appeared on the streets of Boston 
one afternoon, wearing pantaloons and a frock- 
coat. About the same time Dr. Tom-Ri-Jon 
Elliot started hie denunciatory journal, which he 
called Zhe Lunatic. Copies of this publication he 
and his wife sold on the etreets of Boston. They 
were subjected toa great many annoyances, but 
overcame them all, and exposed, so Mrs. Elliott 
said, a great many frauds. After publishing The 
Lunatic for a time, Dr. Tom-Ri-Jon Elliott chang- 
ed the title of his journal to The Volcano—T2ed 
Hot. Several weeks ago he moved to this 9 
where he and his wife took apartments at No. 
Frankfort street. Dr. Tom-Ri-Jon began the sale 
of his paper, and that of George Francis Train, for 
which he was appointed agent, immeaiately upon his 
aurival in New York, bul his wife was confined to 
the house by sickness until about a week ago, when 
she also commenced to dis of the strange 
journals. She was an object of interest to the 
police, but was not molested until Officer ag 
arrested her yesterday. Mrs. Elliott further in- 
formed the reporter that she has two children— 
both boys—one 2 years old called Retagtliata, and 
the other an infant 7 weeks old, who is dubbed, 
ops, teen gin Avenger. Neither of these children 
has been baptized. as Mrs. Elliott and Dr. Tom- 
Ri-Jon have no religious belief. 

When Mrs. Elliott was arraigned before Justice 
Otterbourg he told her that, under the law of this 
State, she was guilty of 2 conduct. She 
argued the matter tin a very lucid manner, and 
made some good pointer, but the Magistrate did not 
recede from his decision. He discharged her, how- 
ever, with the warning that he would fine ber if 
brought before him again. Mrs. Elliott says she 
will employ counsel and test the matter in the 
higher courts, and if the decisionis against her, 
she will leave the city rather than don the sense- 
less a of an ordinary woman.

Parts, April 28.—Whither are we drifting? Not 
backward to the Quatorze period, with its florid 
grandeur and pomp; neither to the time 
of bergeries, nor to that of affected styles, when 
dress and language were as coquettishly discreet as
